This 
was 48 emotional occasion, with 
tremendous goouwill manifested for the 
newly-independent state and for Mr. 
Mugabe himself. His speech was notable for 
its completely uncompromsing attack on 
South Africa. He then went on to say that 
the people of Western Sahara were 
struggling against ‘the territorial aggran- 
disement of a neighbouring brother”. He 
went on with religious references in slightly 
bad taste, saying: ‘* King Hassan of Morocco 
surely is the last man to be tutored in the 
laws or commandments of Allah, Lord 
God. Whilst Islamic practice mught permit 
a man to have up to four wives, it certainly 
prohibits that any of those shall be the 
coveted wife of his brother or , 
You cannot turn another man's wife into 
your wife. Similarly, you cannot properly 
turn another man’s camel into your camel 
by seizure. Nor indeed can you be 
possessed of another's man piece of land by 
sheer isememt. The government 
and people of Zimbabwe accordingly stand 
firm behind the gallant people of Western 
Sahara as led by and give them the 


The summit went into closed session. 
Journalists outside were trying to assess 
how much support there was for the 
application for membership by the Saharan 
Arab Democratic Republic. The Foreign 
Ministers had decided that the whole 
question was a procedural one for the 
secretariat and not an agenda matter, but 
there now seemed a real possibility that it 
would come to a vote at the Summit.

Morocco, of course, disputed the legality 
of the whole procedure and had threatened 
to walk out. Further lists now began to be 
circulated of states whicn had expressed 
support for Morocco. How far they had also 
threatened to walk out if Polisario was 
recognised was not made clear There was 
no doubt, however, that there was the 
danger of a serious split. | was given a list of 
ten states, other people had longer lists In 
addition to Morocco, my list was 
Cameroon, Egypt, Gabon, The Gambia, 
Ivory Coast, Senegal, Somalia, Sudan and 
Tunisia. 

President Sekou Toure spoke for almost 
two hours in the early evening, which left 
the delegates stunned with ennui: one saw 
men staggering out of the hall clutching 
their heads. Tension rose again as the 
evening wore on. The chances of a vote 
being forced seemed to rise, with 
incalculable consequences. President Ste- 
vens, using all his skill and experience as 
chairman (including trade umion training at 
Ruskin College, Oxford), urged calm and 
reminded delegates that the eyes of the 
world were upon them. 

Finally, on a Ghanaian initiative, the 
conference adjourned about midnight, 
leaving a committee to try to work out a

Development of Independence 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 25 Jun 80, pp 1, 2 
[Editorial] 


[Text] Twenty years ago this 26 June 1980, Philibert Tsiranana proclaimed the 
independence of Madagascar to the world. 


The event did not pass unnoticed at the time: 64 years of colonial regime was 
coming to an end and the Big Island was acquiring the attributes of independ- 
ence (a constitution and a national army, anthem, flag, etc) up to and 
including a seat as sovereign state in the United Nations. 


Much water has passed under the bridge over the past 20 years. Madagascar 
experienced five political regimes of dubious stability which are useless to 
recall at this point. However, since Didier Ratsiraka appeared on the scene, 
observers have taken the habit of differentiating between two very clear 
periods in the independence of Madagascar. 


The "first independence," running from 26 June 1960 to May 1972, which is cal- 
led the "formal" era of independence, as it was character zed by a “much too 
exclusive téte-a-téte" between privileged power and the leaders of the time. 
It was the era of "“neo-colonial" regime. 


This was followed by the "second independence," born after the upheavals of 
April 1971 and May 1972. Its creator was Didier Ratsiraka who, at the time, 
was minister of foreign affairs for the Ramanantsoa government. He broke the 
"Slavery Agreements" and, in a more than honorable manner, reestablished the 
dignity and sovereignty of the Malagasy people by signing new cooperation 
agreements with France on 3 June 1973. 


In fact, it took 2 years for this second independence to become truly imple- 
mented since we had to wait until 15 June 1975--the date of Didier Ratsiraka's 
assumption of power and of the coup leading to the Socialist Revolution-- 
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before Madagascar could state in a loud and intelligent voice what it really 
expected to do with ite independence, 


The 26th of June 1980 marke 20 years of independence, 5 of which under the sign 
ef the Socialist Revolution headed by the eminent leader, Didier Rateiraka, 


Many things have eceurred in the past 20 years. Many events have even 
moved at faster pace over the past 8 years and, above all, over these past 5 
yeare=-many “peripeteiae,” ae a famous general used to say. However, is it 
possible today to assess objectively 20 years of independence’ Ie it desirable 
to compare what the population had or was 20 years ago to what it has or te 
today’ lt is undowbtedly possible, but it is not desirable, less certain 
ghoste are awakened or we return to an era which is no more, the hour now 


being to the Revolution, 


We must praise President Rateiraka for never having openly criticized his 
predecessors or the regimes they represented. 


in any case, we cannot compare a reactionary regime which existed during an era 
of of] availability and moderate world inflation to a progressive revolutionary 
regime (which has enemies constantly wanting to destroy it) which existe in an 
era of heavy of] bille ($2.00 per barrel in 1970 as compared to $33.00 now) 

and, all things considered, of a close-at-hand world crisie similar to that of 


Likewise, we cannot blame the cur.ent revolutionary regime for not having 
anticipated 10 or 20 years ago the Malagasy's needs for 1980. We are referring 
particularly to constructions in the fields of education (today's famous CURs 
{expansion unknown]) or economy, for exemple, the Sakoa coal which would now 
enable us to be lese energy dependent had it been exploited 10 years ago. 





Ae a matter of fact, the best assessement was made by President Rateiraka hin- 
self on the a casion of the fifth anniversary of the Socialist Revolution. 

That evaluation towched on everything. And for those who can, even slightly, 
read between the lines, it includes factors of comparison between yesterday and 


today. 


For exemple, let us take rice which is 4 nationally topical permanent probles. 
After having closely studied domestic marketing procedures for rice, the presi- 
dent announced that the price of milled rice would be set once and for all in 
order to put an end to all sorte of abuses. Tight control will make it possible 
to identify true rice producers who, alone, will be allowed to sell their prod- 
wet. Purchase price to the producer will be higher than the selling price to the 
consumer, a6 this selling price to the consumer cannot exceed 65 francs. Thus, 
the revolutionary authorities will satisfy both the producing farmers and the 
consumers. The latter profits notably since the 65-franc ceiling represented, in 


fact, approximately 40 france in 1974 though the official 74 pri 
already 65 france. (sentence as published) — 
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We may ulteriorly have occasion toe return to these problems, However, at this 
point, during the commemoration of the independence and the revolution, it is 
important to note two essential factors, 


Firstly, over the past 20 years, and above all over the past 5 years (thanke 
to the Red Book), thinking and attitudes have substantially evolved, Ali 
probleme are now approached with a new viewpoint, undoubtedly due to an actual 
awareness of the Malagasy realities, personality and population, We know 
where we are going and how to achieve our set goale. For exemple, creating 
new jobe and industrialising for the pleasure of indusetrializing are not the 
only goale of the well-known intensive investment policy: ite aim ise also to 
stop our importe of objects and products which, from now on, we will be able to 
manufacture locally. By importing less, we save foreign currency. By saving 
foreign currency, we increase our capacity to reimburse our long- and middle- 
term foreign debts. The same is true of the aforementioned rice exemple: by 
giving impetus to production, we will reduce rice tmporte that much more. 


Secondly, in 20 yeare of independence, 5 of which under the Socialist Revolu- 
tion, the most outstanding factor is Madagascar's quality image on the inter- 
national scene where, thanks to Didier Rateiraka, our country hase recovered a 
dignity conformed to ite honor, enabling it to take bold initiatives for peace 
in the world and for a new international economic order. If there is one 
factor wholeheartedly endorsed by the Malagasy, it is our current all-out 
foreign policy which, besides the fact that it favors friendship between ali 
the peoples and the Malagasy, gives our country unparalleled possibilities for 
fruitful cooperation in ite development. 





These few thoughts vere inepired by thie 26 June 1980, coming as it does 11 
daye after an anniversary as dazzling, if not more so, as that of the Year 5 of 
the Socialist Revolution. 


It remains that thie 26 June 19860 will be placed under the sign of the 20th 
anniversary of the Armed Porces, national defense being one of the essential 


attributes of independence and sovereignty. 

The great military parade to be witnessed by the country in Mahamasina tomorrow, 

will undoubtedly give us an idea of the advance made by the army we now call 

our People's Armed Porces and the position of Madagascar in today's world.

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PRIVATE INVESTMENT IN HOMELANDS LAGGING

[Text] The Government initiative to encourage private sector investment 
in the homelands has failed. 


This was said yesterday by Dr Johannes Adendorff, managing director of 
the Corporation for Economic Development (CED). 


Speaking at a Pretoria Press Club lunch, Dr Adendorff said the initia- 
tives at conferences last year by Dr Piet Koornhof, Minister for Co- 
operations and Development, and the Prime Minister, Dr P. W. Botha, for 
spreading economic growth to "the furthest corners of our land" had been 
unsuccessful, 


"At these conferences all agreed and none differed but to my knowledge-- 
and I am in a position to know--very little has come of this invitation 
as far as the national states are concerned," Dr Adendorff said. 


"Standing shoulder to shoulder at the cash registers, the majority of the 
business fraternity appears to have perceived no advantage, even to 
itself, in investigating opportunities which exist. 


"Do they not perceive that a more equitable distribution of economic 
activity is the main solution to the problems facing our country?" 


Dr Adendorff said that about 300 companies had invested in the homelands 
in the past decade, but the b‘g names in South African industry were 
absent. 


"Indeed, most of the large undertakings in the national states are 
foreign-owned. 


"Strange as it may seem, most of the development referred to was achieved 
in a time of economic recession, and it is therefore most disturbing to 
note that the CED is now receiving fewer applications from industrialists 
at a time of upswing. 
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"For the proposed Constellation of States to succeed, the constitutional 
development of the national states must be matched with economic develop- 
ment, and this can only be achieved if private enterprise exerts ite 
unquestionable influence." 


The situation had prompted the CED to start a comprehensive letter 
campaign to industries in the main industrial areas. 


De Adendorff prefaced hie summing up of the development situation by 
referring to the economic onslaught against South Africa, characterised 
by the drive for disinvestment and isolation. 


"Do we realise that we==black and white--are in a survival situation? 
Do we realise that failure would plunge us, all of us, into a situation 
in which all we hold dear would be destroyed?" 


He said South Africa would have to create an average of 313,000 jobs a 
year over the next 20 years to meet expansion of the black labour force. 
This would cost R2,500 million at “today's prices." 


"These figures indicate that South Africa will, to a large extent, be 
dependent on foreign capital to provide sufficient employment opportuni- 
ties, but it also stresses the necessity that the private sector takes a 
more positive approach towards the development task in the national states 
as a whole." 


Dr Adendorff also emphasised the need for birth control to curb the 
population explosion, and sex education at schools and family planning 
was essential. 


"I think we should talk of family control, not population control, and I 
think most homeland leaders would agree with this today," he said.

Mr Makiwane became a roving ambassador of the ANC abroad. Because of 
in-fighting in the organisation, an attempt was made on his life in East 
Africa.

PRO=NKALA DEMONSTRATION--Gwelo--A large crowd of placard-waving ZANU (PF) 
supporters, mostly women, yesterday morning staged an organised but 
unauthorised procession through Gwelo and then to several townships 
demonstrating their support for Senator Enos Nkala and the views he has 
expressed. This was their reply to Wednesday's protest against Senator 
Nkala by women from the Patriotic Front, the UANC and ZANU. The women 
etarted gathering outside the provincial party headquarters at about 

8 a.m., and by 9 a.m. they started moving, chanting and shouting siogans, 
along Livingstone Avenue. Police monitored the march in vehicles. The 
marchers carried placards supporting Mr Nkala and his recent remarks in 
which he urged the formation of a one=party state. The crowd moved past 
the Patriotic Front offices and to the police station in Lobengula Avenue 
where they were stopped by a line of police. Senior police officers 
spoke to them, ord*ring them to turn back. They then moved into the 
Monomotapa urban area -here they dispersed at about 11.30 a.m. Regina 
Tibugara, who said sh: was the vice-political commissar of the Midlands 
province and the organiser of the procession, said: "There are dissidents 
who are still killing people in Gokwe and in areas in Matabeleland. We in 
ZANU (PF) support what was said by Mr Nkala because he doesn't like this 
killing of people. We want a one-party state because if we have that 
these things are not going to happen.

WHITES APPREHENSIVE--London--Rhodesian Front MP Mr P. K. van cer Byl has 
described the mood of whites in Zimbabwe as one of “apprehension and 
dismay.”

Mr Nick Peters. He said whites were “increasingly nervous” as a result 
of what he called “constant marxist propaganda on radio and television.” 
“There is a demoralising effect on the white population. More and more, 
whatever the sacrifice, are deciding to leave the country.” He said the 
situation would preclude any possibility of external or internal invest- 
ment, lana reports. ‘No capitalist is going to invest in a country which 
has warned the international community it will be working towards a 
socialist State, and that investors are regarded as capitalist exploiters,’ 
he said.
